Man with ‘anger 
problem’ jailed for 
road rage rampage 


A terrifying chase in 
which a Worcester Park 
man fled police, rammed 
police cars and drove at on¬ 
coming traffic was de¬ 
scribed in court this week. 

Joseph Pullen, 43, of Buck- 
land Way, was given five years 
in prison for tearing through 
Tolworth, Ewell and Epsom on 
May 31 this year. 

A statement from a traffic of¬ 
ficer of 16 years’ experience, 
read out at Kingston Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on September 15, 
said he had never seen anyone 
“so intent on causing dam¬ 
age”. Even Pullen’s defence 
counsel admitted it was one of 
the “worst examples of dan¬ 
gerous driving that will come 
before the court”. 

The drama began after 
Pullen went to the home of his 
girlfriend, Zareta Holechova, 
in Manor Drive North. 

She was a nanny and had 
just returned from a trip with 
her employers which had 
caused Pullen to become “jeal¬ 
ous and angry”. 

After pushing his way into 
her house, snatching her mo¬ 
bile phone and slapping her 
on the cheek, Pullen drove off 
in his green Land Rover Free- 
lander. 

Miss Holechova gave chase 
on her bicycle and Pullen de¬ 
liberately tried to mow her 
down, the court heard. 

She then called police, who 
went to Pullen’s address and 
saw him leave in his Land 
Rover Freelander. 

Fearing he would return to 
his girlfriend’s house the po¬ 
lice pulled him over in Tol¬ 
worth Rise South and he

refused to get out of the car. 
Instead, he reversed into a po¬ 
lice car, forcing officers to dive 
for safety. 

The chase began at 11.40pm, 
with three police cars and a 
police helicopter in pursuit. 

He smashed into cars and 
sped at BOmph through resi¬ 
dential streets in Epsom and 
Ewell. 

He eventually smashed 
through a fence at Epsom 
racecourse, where he turned 
off his lights and weaved 
through police cars, ramming 
those that were in the way. 

One officer described the 
chase as “terrifying” and said 
they missed being hit by 
Pullen “with inches to spare”. 

Pullen was eventually 
stopped by police and attempt¬ 
ed to escape on foot before he 
was arrested in Langley Vale 
Road. 

Pullen was given a five year 
sentence for the public protec¬ 
tion and banned from driving 
for five years. 

His Honour John Samuels 
QC said the “protracted 
chase” was deplorable. 

He said: “You deliberately 
tried to ram the police vehi¬ 
cles following you time and 
time and time again. 

“You clearly have an anger 
management problem and 
when you are frustrated you 
lose all self control.”

Man dies after half-marathon run 


A runner from Kingston has collapsed 
and died after completing a half-marathon 
in under two hours. 

The 28-year-old man, who has not yet 
been named, fell shortly after crossing the 
finish line of the 13.1 mile (21km) Experi- 
an Robin Hood Festival of Running in 
Nottingham on Sunday. 

Paramedics treated him just in front of 
the first aid tent and he was taken to 
Queen’s Medical Centre in Nottingham, 
where he died. 

Race director Chris Sumner sent his 


condolences to the family and said the 
man had completed the half-marathon 
course in just under two hours and col¬ 
lapsed at noon. 

“As organiser of a race where something 
like this happens, I feel it personally,” he 
said. 

The man’s family has been told of his 
death and an inquest has been opened 
with Nottinghamshire coroners. 

The runner is the third man to have died 
while doing the race in Nottingham in the 
past nine years.

Station gets secure award 


Efforts to make Worcester Park 
station a safer place have been re¬ 
warded with national accredita¬ 
tion, with staff presented with a 
Secure Station award. 

The scheme, run in partnership 
between the Department for 
Transport and the British Trans¬ 
port Police, requires stations to 
achieve standards in preventing 
and reducing crimes and pass a 
survey on whether passengers felt 
secure when using the station. 

Stuart Giddings, head of securi¬ 
ty and crime prevention at South 
West Trains, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted with this accreditation. 


“It is fantastic recognition of 
the hard work that is going in to 
reducing crime and deterring 
vandalism. 

“It will provide reassurance to 
passengers that pass through the 
station each day that we are con¬ 
tinuing to work hard to meet and 
exceed national security stan¬ 
dards.” 

The accreditation follows a 
£1.8m investment, by station own¬ 
ers South West Trains, in a team 
of rail community officers, who 
patrol stations and trains on the 
network to provide a safer rail¬ 
way.

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Compensation at 
hospital tops £10m

The NHS has paid out more 
than £10m in compensation 
on behalf of Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal in the past five years, in¬ 
cluding £2.4m last year. 

The hospital trust was 
responsible for £3m of negli¬ 
gence payouts last year, 
including £1.79m given to 
mothers who suffered compli¬ 
cations during childbirth, 
paid out by the NHS Litiga¬ 
tion Authority (NHSLA), a 
risk-sharing NHS organisa¬ 
tion which handles claims 
and charges PCTs and hospi¬ 
tals a premium for cover. 

A trust spokesman said: 
“Because of the trust’s duty 
to ensure patient confidential¬ 
ity, it is not possible for the 
trust to provide any further 
detail. 

“I also cannot comment, on 
individual claims settled on 
its behalf by the NHSLA.” 

The NHSLA also handed 
£179,283 to defence lawyers 
and paid £505,172 to cover the 
legal bills of the successful 
claimants. 

Conservative Parliamentary 
candidate Helen Whately said 
the figures were shocking. 
She added: “That is money 
that could have been spent on 
patient care directly.

“The other much more seri¬ 
ous point is that people have 
suffered as a result of the care 
in Kingston. 

“Something has clearly gone 
wrong which has led to 
compensation payments.” 

Lib Dem MP Edward Davey 
said the hospital had “plenty 
of room for improvement” 
although he noted its payouts 
were less than nearby St 
George’s Hospital and Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals. 

He said: “Like all NHS 
hospitals, Kingston must try 
to eliminate all errors that 
cause the need for this much- 
compensation in the first 
place. 

“For some people, behind 
these figures, there is a 
personal tragedy. 

“No amount of compensa¬ 
tion can make amends for a 


problem such as this.” 

Steve Walker, the chief exec¬ 
utive of NHSLA, said it 
always tried to settle out of 
court on behalf of hospitals 
or primary care trusts. 

“If we pay out £lm you 
better believe that a judge 
would pay at least £lm,” he 
told the Kingston Guardian. 

The NHSLA, on behalf of 
Kingston Primary Care Trust, 
paid out £15,800 in compensa¬ 
tion in 2005 and 2006 and 
£11,866 to patients in 2007 and 
2008 while South West London 
and St George’s Mental 
Health Trust, which includes 
the borough of Kingston, paid 
out £195,868 in compensations 
payments last year.

A couple have spoken of their 
heartbreak after they were or¬ 
dered to demolish part of their 
house - because it was built 
30cm (12in) too big. 

Tearful Farzad Shamsavari, 
66, said a mistake by the 
builders meant plans were not 
stuck to, and last week they 
were served an enforcement 
notice by Kingston Council to 
get it knocked down or 
trimmed back. 

Mrs Shamsavari and hus¬ 
band Ali, 64, had remortgaged 
their home in Moresby Avenue, 
Surbiton, for £50,000 to pay for 
the extension and said they 
could not afford to put it right. 

They had built three extra 
rooms downstairs because of 
advancing arthritis and 
planned to move their bed¬ 
rooms to the ground floor. 

Mrs Shamsavari, a clinical 
psychologist at Tolworth Hos¬ 
pital, accepted her builders 
had been “disorganised” but 
insisted it was an innocent 
mistake. 

She said: “It is very harsh 
and unrealistic. It will practi¬ 
cally destroy us. If they demol¬ 
ish the extension we will lose 
our external walls and the 
house will become uninhabit¬ 
able. It is like they are punish¬ 
ing us.” 


Neighbours had complained 
about the extension when it 
was built in March this year 
and the Shamsavari family 
submitted a retrospective plan¬ 
ning application, which was 
turned down in June for being 
too “bulky and 

overbearing”. 


The extension was built 3.3m 
deep, instead of 3m deep, a cor¬ 
ridor extended 1.2m too wide 
and they had not got permis¬ 
sion for a raised decking area 
in the garden. 

Councillor Frances Moseley 
defended the council’s unani¬ 
mous decision to take action 


because plans needed to be 
stuck to, otherwise “it makes a 
nonsense of the consultation of 
neighbours and our decision”. 

She said liability should lie 
with the builders.

Safety first for borough bosses 


Kingston is the safest borough in London 
for injuries at work, according to the latest 
figures. 

There were still 33 major injuries in the 
workplace reported last year, although 
none were fatal, according to the Health 
and Safety Executive. 

Figures released yesterday also showed 
57 members of the public suffered non- 
fatal injuries in a place of work between 
2006/07 - a sharp rise from a low of 36 in 
2002/03. 

The accidents were among 2,819 across 
London which employers must by law re¬ 
port to the Health and Safety Executive. 

Lesley Mercer, head of employment rela¬ 
tions and union services at the Chartered 
Society of Physiotherapy, said: “Despite 


legislation putting the responsibility for 
staff safety in the hands of employers, 
there is still an unreasonably high rate of 
workers being seriously, and even fatally, 
injured while doing their jobs.” 

A miscount by statisticians had placed 
Sutton as the London borough with the 
least accidents (44 major injuries) but the 
figure was queried by the Kingston 
Guardian and amended. 

The City of Westminster was the most 
accident-prone area, with 281 major in¬ 
juries over that period.

Bringing sound to life™ 
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Off to uni? Mental health problems are growing within the 
student community, as ELEANOR HARDING reports 


Don’t be overwhelmed 
by a student lifestyle 


Flying the nest for university is ex¬ 
citing, but many young people are 
unprepared for the pressures they 
face. New challenges can over¬ 
whelm even the most self-assured of 
students, so if you’re off to uni this 
October, note down the number of 
your student services and don’t be 
afraid to ask for help. 

“There’s a misconception that ev¬ 
erything will be fantastic, but the 
vast majority of students will be 
feeling uneasy even if they don’t 
show it,” says Paul Schofield, coun¬ 
sellor at Kingston University “It is 
difficult making the transition from 
adolescence to adulthood and the re¬ 
sponsibilities that come with that.” 

Juggling a part-time job with stud¬ 
ies can be stressful, as can building 
relationships for the first time. For 
overseas students, the transition is 
even worse because they may be 
learning a new language. Mean¬ 
while, mature students may be man¬ 
aging families and jobs, while 
coping with the strangeness of hav¬ 
ing younger peers. 

High levels of stress can lead to a 
catalogue of problems, including 
depression and panic attacks. All 
too often university counsellors will 


see people who have cut 
themselves, overdosed 
on prescription drugs or 
used drink or drugs to 
numb the pain. 

Often the reason why 
people want to harm 
themselves is because 
they want to go to sleep 
or block things out,” 
says Jo Turner, consultant psychia¬ 
trist for the Putney Community 
Mental Health team. “Sometimes 
people are ambivalent about 
whether they live or die. Unfortu¬ 
nately there is always a risk that 
they may fatally harm themselves, 
whatever their intentions.” 

Eating disorders are one of the 
most common problems, although 
these often start in childhood. Coun¬ 
sellors report a high number of peo¬ 
ple coming in with their first 
episode of psychosis, which often 
shows itself late in adolescence. 

Mental health issues are growing 
in the student population, with clin¬ 
ical anxiety recorded in 46 per cent 
of male and 64 per cent of female 
students; significantly more than in 
the 1980s. Student suicides are also 
on the rise, as are severe mental 


health problems. 

The increase is par¬ 
tially due tonew pres¬ 
sures such escalating 
debt and the job mar¬ 
ket, but could also be 
because students are 
more aware of the ser¬ 
vices available and are 
using them more regu¬ 
larly The good news is, people with 
the most severe mental illnesses can 
still obtain a first-class degree if 
they get the right support. 

Mr Schofield adds: “I take a holis¬ 
tic approach to mental health. Eat a 
balanced diet, be sensible with 
drink and drugs, exercise regularly 
and take time out to do the things 
you enjoy Everyone has down days, 
but if you find yourself feeling anx¬ 
ious or lonely for weeks, go to the 
student counselling service and 
speak to someone confidentially 
“If your friend is feeling suicidal, 
ask them how serious they are. 
They might tell you they would 
never go through with it, but if they 
are thinking about the methods 
they would use, take them down to 
accident and emergency, where they 
can see a psychiatrist.”

There are about 4,000 motability dealers in 
the UK and each has at least one Motability 
Specialist who will assist you and provide advice 
on which of their cars best suits your needs.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST iVAUXHALL ASTRA 1.6 TURBO 


Star quality shows 

Vauxhall’s Astra has come a very long way in recent years. 
Andy Enright looks at the latest 1.6-litre Turbo models. 


One of the downsides of making a 
car feel bulletproof is that it often 
consequently weighs about as much 
as a bank vault and therefore, needs 
a serious engine to punt it up the 
road. The Astra 1.6 Turbo has just 
such an engine, the 178bhp unit 
rocketing it to 60mph in just 7.8 sec¬ 
onds. That’s some serious punch, 
making this relatively unassuming 
Astra about as quick off the mark as 
a dedicated sports model like a Fies¬ 
ta ST. With a top speed of ISOmph, 
this model is quicker than the 
169bhp 2.0-litre unit it replaces. 
The ride and handling are com¬ 
posed, although a heavy right 
boot will still give the traction 
control system a good workout, 
especially if the tarmac is damp. 

If you’ve driven a Mk V Astra, 
you’ll know what to expect. Solid 


build quality, sharp styling, and 
competitive, if not class-leading, 
space and versatility. Three body 
styles are offered, five-door hatch, 
three-door Sport Hatch and possibly 
the most intriguing choice of 
the bunch, a five-door estate 
that uses a stretched 
version of the 
Astra 


hatch chassis with another nine cen¬ 
timetres stitched into its wheelbase 
and longer rear overhangs to give a 
fairly spacious luggage compart¬ 
ment. Although rivals from Ford, 
Peugeot and Renault may be able to 
offer more in the way of total vol¬ 
ume, this Vauxhall counters by dint 
of its sheer practicality. 

For a start, the load bay has 
straight side walls and storage areas 
below the floor and in either side, 
maximising the amount of genuine¬ 
ly useable space available. The rear 
bench seat splits 60/40, although 
there is an option of a nattier 



40/20/40 split system. Flat roof rails 
are fitted as standard. 

The Astra 1.6-litre Turbo models 
are only offered in two trim levels, or 
two and a half if you’re a stickler for 
exactitude. The range kicks off with 
the sporty SRi variant, then there’s a 
rather more sophisticated Design 
model. The most expensive version 
is the SRi with exterior pack, essen¬ 
tially an SRi that’s been treated to an 
aggressive body kit which apes the 
look of the VXR range-topper. 

As befits its sporting nature, the 
SRi features lowered suspension, 
sports seats, sports instruments, 
front fog lights and a matt chromed 
centre console. Somewhat 
unusually, prices for the 
three and five-door 
hatches are pretty 
comparable, prices 
starting at £18,695 
across the range 
of SRi and De¬ 
sign models. 
Estate buyers 
of course will 
need to find a 
little more. 
If ever a case 
study in smart 
vehicle develop¬ 
ment was 


required, this Astra is as good as any. Qui¬ 
etly and without undue ceremony, this 
model has become quicker, cleaner and 
more economical.
